The inmates of the Almshouse have been uniformly well and 
kindly cared for by the Superintendent and Matron, Mr, Moore and 
wife, for whose faithfulness and ability the Board wishes to thank 
them and for the manner in which they have performed the duties in- 
trusted to their care. 

OUT-DOOR RELIEF. 

The relief of the needy in their homes is a duty imposed upon this 
board: — all orders for public aid are issued by it. 

The total expense for this department for the year was $34,557.32. 

The itemized statement of expenditures, to be found elsewhere in 
this report, shows exactly the purpose for which every dollar was 
paid out and the total amount expended. 

The statement of the number of families assisted and the orders 
issued gives some idea, a very imperfect one, however, of the amount 
of work that is connected with the relief of the poor in their homes. 

The painstaking care necessary, not only to determine the ap- 
plicant who should receive public relief from those who should not, 
but also to discriminate so that the public funds may be used for 
the poor and unfortunate in a way to relieve their distress with the 
least possible lowering of their self respect, is not shown in the fig- 
ures — it is very easy to teach people to look to the public for sup- 
port. 

The condition of all applicants for aid is carefully investigated 
before any assistance is given, and the practice of employing an in- 
spector through the general secretary of the Associated Charities, in 
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whosjB office is kept the register of all the needy in the city, has heen 
continued with highly satisfactory results. No feature of the in- 
spector's work has been of greater helpfulness to the board than the 
plan introduced by the present general secretary, Mr. W. A. Gutridge, 
of reviewing monthly all cases of interest of this department. In- 
this way we receive from the inspector many volunteer reports. Be- 
sides the investigations he is asked to make, he sends monthly to the 
board notations upon the conditions of other families receiving aid. 
TJiis has, of course, effected a decided improvement in the work of the 
board, and has been of great service to the people of the city, as the 
fact is now recognized that the only charitable administration of re- 
lief is an economical administration. 

The policy of the board in shipping back cripples and dependents 
to places whence they came before becoming public charges on the 
people of this community has saved considerable during: the course 
of the year. 



SALARIES. 

The salaries shown in the statement under that head are fixed by 
statute, with the exception of the Inspector and assistant clerk, whose 
compensation is fixed by the Board of Control. The amount paid dur- 
ing the year was $12,299.88. The amount paid to the employes at 
the City and County Hospital and the Almshouse and Poor Farm wil> 
be found in the itemized statements of the expenditures for these 
departments. 

CONCLUSION. 

The Board of Control extends its thanks to the Mayor, the mem- 
bers of the Common Council and all the city officials, and to the 
members of the Board of County Commissioners and all county offi- 
cials, for the uniform courtesy shown the members of this board.

Dear Sirs: I have the honor to present herewith the annual 
report of the City and County Physician and the Superintendent and 
Physician and Surgeon in charge of the City and County Hospital 
for the year ending December 31, '1910. 

In this are included the reports of the City and County Hospital, 
the State Hospital for Crippled and Deformed Children and the De- 
tention Hospital for the care of the insane, both of the latter being 
maintained at the City and County Hospital by the State Board of 
Control; also the report of the City and County Physician and his 
assistants, showing the number of persons treated in the City and 
County Physician's Office, the number of patients treated at their 
places of residence, the number of visits to the County Jail, the 
Workhouse, the Ramsey County Almshouse, and the Dale Street In- 
firmary or Smallpox Hospital. 

In addition to the tabulated statements and statistics to be found 
on the following pages, I desire to call your attention to the very 
elaborate report of the North Department showing the number of 
patients treated, also the results of treatment. The report shows that 
there were treated in this department during the year: 704 cases of 
diphtheria, 382 cases of scarlatina, 210 cases of measles, 58 cases of 
erysipelas, 13 cases of mumps and 93 cases of other maladies. 

I also wish to call to your attention the report of the Training 
School for Nurses, the Resident Pathologist's and the Matron's re- 
ports. 
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It is also worthy to mention that during the year we had under 
treatment 138 cases of tuberculosis with a mortality of about 45 per 
cent. In these figures I have not included patients who have been in 
the hospital afflicted with tuberculous diseases of the bones and joints, 
of which we always have a considerable number. At present writing 
there are 20 persons, under treatment in the hospital afflicted with pul- 
monary tuberculosis, almost all of them in the last stages of the dis- 
ease, none of them a curable case. While separate wards are set aside 
for the care of these unfortunates, they are still cared for in the gener- 
al hospital, a condition which I am sure ryou will agree witjfei me, for 
obvious reasons, should not exist. It is especially to be deplored that 
we are obliged to receive incurable and not infrequently practically 
dying patients from institutions established and maintained for the 
care of this particular class of cases. I again offer the recommenda- 
tion that money in a sufficient sum be appropriated to relieve the situa- 
tion, either for the erection of an entirely new building or for an 
addition to one of the existing ones. The object being to segregate 

these patients in buildings especially adapted for their care and treat- 

» 

ment and to protect other patients from the hazard of exposure. 

Notwithstanding the fact that we completed and have occupied 
the contagious diseases building, known as the North Department, for 
scarcely eight years, it is every day becoming more apparent that a 
considerable addition to this structure is among the urgent needs of 
the- hos]^ital. 

Our ambulance service is inadequately equipped in the way of am- 
bulances to meet the ever increasing demands upon it, there being no 
available space in the structure now in use for any addition to the 
present number of ambulances and horses. A new and much larger 
building is required to relieve the situation. 

It is to be regretted that another year has gone by without some 
substantial action looking to the erection of a building in which to 
house our Pathologic Laboratory. There is no feature of hospital 
organization having greater value or importance than a laboratory 
enabling* it to do accurate and scientific work. I would earnestly 
recommend that a sufficient appropriation be asked for this year to 
enable us to erect a building providing for the laboratory and an out- 
patient department. 

Within the present year the new power house, and we trust the 
service building, for which money has been appropriated, will be 
completed and the congestion in these departments relieved. 

Our visiting staff has rendered excellent service and we grate- 
fully acknowledge our indebtedness to its members, not only for the 
professional care of our patients, but for services rendered the train- 
ing school for nurses, its members having, at stated times, given val- 
uable lectures to the nurses, and contributed in other ways to the 
necessities of the school. 
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With rare exceptions the officers and employes of the institution 
have acquitted themselves in a most satisfactory manner and I take 
this occasion to acknowledge our obligation to all connected with the 
service who have done honest and faithful work, and who by constant 
co-operation have done so much to advance its interest. 

Our grateful acknowledgments are due to those who, in many 
and various ways, have rendered services to the patients by dona- 
tions and by personal attentions and by counsel and assistance. Nu- 
merous gifts of fruit and flowers, clothing, books, periodicals and toys 
and playthings have contributed in no small measure to enhance the 
comfort and welfare of the patients. 

In the performance of my duties as City and County Physician 
I have been ably asisted by Doctors Charles E. Smith, Jr., and Carl 
Teisberg. 

This report would not be complete without an expression of our 
appreciation of the uniform courtesy which has always be^n extended 
us by the officers of the Health Department, the Ramsey County Alms- 
house, the St. Paul Workhouse, the Dale Street Infirmary, the County 
Jail, the various police stations, and all other officers of the City and 
County government with whom, in the performance of our duties, we 
have been brought in contact. 

In conclusion I desire to express to your honorable body my 
hearty appreciation of your continued support and confidence and 
the willingness you have always shown to co-operate with me in ad- 
vancing the best interests of the department.

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GRADUATE SERVICE. 

The City and County Hospital Training School for Nurses offers 
to graduates of training schools in good standing an opportunity for 
service in its various departments. 

The course covers a period of six months. The time is divided 
to give two months in the operating room, one month in the maternity 
ward, two months in the general wards, with the choice of one month 
in the contagious department or the children's wards. Graduates may 
ask for service in other departments of the hospital, which request will 
be granted if conditions permit. 

The duties of the nurse taking the post-graduate work do not 
differ to any great extent from those of the pupil nurse. The oppor- 
tunities are unlimited for nurses who have received their training in 
small or special hospitals. 

Graduates may choose any class of work they wish to take and 
arrangements will be made for them to attend. They are especially 
recommended to attend the course of demonstrations. 

'Graduates will live at the nurses' home, sharing all rules and regu- 
lations of the pupil nurse. .When on duty they will wear the uniform 
of their own school, not white. 

The hospital provides board, lodging and laundry. A certificate 
is given when the course is successfully completed. 
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PROSPECTUS OF THE CITY AND COUNTY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES, SAINT PAUL, MINN. 



CONTAINING TERMS OF ADMISSION, GENERAL DESIGN, COURSE 
OF TRAINING, INSTRUCTION AND OTHER INFORMATION. 

The City and County Hospital, of St. Paul, Minnesota, is prepared 
to give a three years' course of training to women desirous of becoming 
profressional nurses. 

The hospital was founded in 1873. The new buildings have been 
constructed and equipped to meet- the requirements of modern hospital 
architecture and management. It is a general hospital, furnishing ac- 
commodations for five hundred and fifty (550) patients. 

The service is divided as follows: General surgery, gynecology, 
general medicine, eye and ear, mental and nervous diseases, maternity, 
nose and throat, orthopedics, dermatology, diseases of children and 
contagious diseases. It has also a modern and well equipped pathol- 
ogical and bacteriological laboratory and an ambulance service. Both 
public and private patients are treated in its wards. 

The training school was established by the Board of Control in 
1891 to give women desirous of becoming professional nurses a system- 
atic course of training and practice, to enlist the interests and efforts 
of intelligent and well educated women in the care of patients who 
seek treatment at the hospital and to meet the demand of the com- 
munity for competent nurses. 

The school is an integral part of the hospital and under the same 
government, the Superintendent of Nurses having charge of the school 
under the direction and authority of the Superintendent of the Hos- 
pital. With this reservation, the school is under her direct supervision 
and control, and her authority extends over all that pertains to the 
duties and discipline of the nurses in the wards, as well as to the 
details of their instruction in the school. 

Because of the variety and scope of the service, a rare opportunity 
Is offered its pupils. They receive training in the care of private and 
special patients as well as in the care of those who occupy beds in the 
public wards. The course of training includes instruction from man- 
uals and text-books, also demonstrations given by the Superintendent 
of Nurses and her assistants. Lectures, chiefly upon practical points, 
are given at stated times by members of the surgical and medical 
staff of the hospital. While the instruction by manuals, text-books, 
lectures, demonstrations, recitations, models and quizzes is consider- 
able, the main reliance is upon accurate and systematic drill in the 
wards, operating and dressing rooms, diet, kitchen and other depart- 
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ments of the hospital by the Superintendent of Nurses and her assis- 
tants. Examinations, both oral and written, are held from tiitie to 
time. 

Applicants must not be under twenty-one nor over thirty-five years 
of age, and of at least average height and physique. The work being 
arduous and the discipline necessarily strict, • only those having good 
health, education, ambition and energy to undertake such work, and 
enough moral self-control to implicitly comply with the rules and 
requirements of the hospital and school, should attempt the course. 

During the months of probation and previous to acceptance as a 
pupil of the school, the applicant must be prepared for an examina- 
tion in reading, penmanship, simple arithmetic and English dictation* 
The examination is to test the applicant's ability to read aloud well, 
to write legibly and accurately, to understand mathematics through 
fractions and per cent and to take notes of lectures. A good, common 
school education is indispensable for a member of the school, but 
applicants are reminded that women of superior education and culti- 
vation will be preferred. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candidates may 
enter whenever vacancies occur. They are as a rule received in the 
order of acceptance, but those desiring to enter with less delay can 
generally anticipate a fixed date by placing themselves on the emer- 
gency list. 

Those desiring admission should make personal application to the 
Superintendent of Nurses or the Superintendent of the Hospital when- 
ever this is practicable, as there are many important details which cfetn 
be more clearly set forth in a personal interview than by circular or 
letter. Written applications and all other correspondence should be 
addressed to the Superintendent and Physician and Surgeon in charge, 
City and County Hospital, St. Paul, Minnesota. Accepted applicants 
are required to be vaccinated before reporting for duty. 

If approved, applicants are received into the school for a period of 
two months on probation, and are provided with board, lodging and a 
reasonable amount of laundry work. Probationers are not permitted 
to wear the training school uniform. Those who pass the required 
examinations and have proved otherwise satisfactory during the term 
of probation are accepted as pupil nurses and are required to sign an 
agreement to remain for the full three years of the course, to obey 
faithfully the rules of the hospital and the school and to be subordinate 
to the authorities governing the same; it being understood that the 
right is reserved by those in authority to terminate at any time the 
connection of any probationer or pupil nurse with the school for 
reasons which may be by them deemed sufficient. 

They should remember that they come on trial and that their ac- 
ceptance as pupils will depend wholly upon the developments of the 
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trial term. The decision, when rendered, is final, the reasons for the 
rejection of t probationer are not given and personal letters are not 
returned. 

When called to the hospital they are expected to respond promptly 
and to bring with them the means for returning to their homes should 
they not successfully pass the probationary term. 

Probationers must bring with them two or three dresses of plain 
blue gingham, plainly made, six linen collars, seven large white aprons 
without bibs, two bags for soiled clothes, a watch with a second 
hand, one napkin ring and a good supply of plain underclothing. 
Each article should be distinctly marked with indelible ink on the 
band with the full name. 

Unmarked clothing is given to destitute patients. 

Nurses are required to wear broad-toed and rubber-heeled shoes. 

Nurses are not allowed to wear laces, ribbons or jewelry while on 
duty. 

Trunks must be stencilled the full name of owner. 

In addition to board, lodging and a reasonable amount of laundry 
work, nurses will be furnished with material for the hospital uniform 
during the time they remain pupils of the school. Provided that, when 
the nurse's connection with the school is severed before graduating, she 
will not be entitled to or permitted to |:ake with her or wear any part 
' of the training school uniform. 

Nurses will receive an allowance of seven dollars ($7.00) per 
month while in training. This allowance is in no wise intended as 
wages, but to cover the expense of text-books and incidentals, it being 
considered that her education is full equivalent for services rendered. 

When the full term of three years is completed, the nurses receive, 
if they pass all examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, the diploma 
of the school, and are then permitted to wear the graduates' pin. 

All necessary dentistry must be attended to before the applicant 
enters the school. 

Two weeks' vacation is allowed each year. Pupils cannot be 
spared during their course of instruction to nurse sick relatives at 
home, or to absent themselves for other personal reasons. Absences 
are not allowed except for extreme cause. 

In sickness, pupils will receive gratuitous care, but the time lost 
must be made Up. 

Applications for admission to the school must be made on regular 
blanks, which may be obtained from the Superintendent of the School. 
Accepted ca'hdidates are nominated in order on a "waiting'* list, and 
will be called for duty as the needs of the hospital require. Applicants 
wishing to have their names placed on the emergency list must hold 
themselves in readiness to start within twelve hours after they are noti- 
fied of a vacancy. 

Nurses must wear shoes prescribed by the Superintendent of Nurses 
and must come provided with means for purchase of same. 
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CURRICULUM. , 

Class instruction and demonstrations by the Superintendent of 
Nurses throughout the course. 

DEMONSTRATIONS. 

Beds: Iron, brass and wood. 

Mattresses: Hair, felt, cotton, husk, excelsior, straw, air and 
water. 

Pillows: Feather, hair, air. 

Bed covers: Counterpanes, sheets, blankets, pillow cases. 

Protection: Rubber draw sheets, cotton draw sheets, rubber pil- 
.low cases. 

Cleaning: Bedsteads, mattresses, renovation after contagion. 

Vermin: Prevention and extermination. 

Bed making for bed patients: For convalescents, preparation of 
bed; for operation patient, fracture beds. 

Lifting and moving patients: Changing patients from one bed to 
another, changing of mattresses under bed patients, changing of long 
and short gowns. 

Mechanical appliances for the relief of bed patients: Head and 
foot rests, pads, rubber rings, sand bags, cradle, extensions. Restraint 
of patients in bed. 

Baths: Classification — temperature, baths for cleanliness, tub, 
bed, foot, mustard, simple hot water, hot air, steam or vapor, salt wa- 
ter, alcohol, sponge and tub baths for reducing temperature. Hot and 
cofd packs. 

Care of bed patients: Toilet. 

Poultices: Kinds, size, shape, weight, how and when applied. 

Fomentations: turpentine stupes. 

Plasters; blisters. 

Ice coils, ice bags, ice caps. 

Hot bricks, bags, bottles and dressings, salt bags, moist heat, cold 
compresses. 

Saline infusion: Irrigation of eye, ear, wounds, etc., atomizers, 
throat and nasal spray, throat swabbing. 

Gastric lavage, gastric gavage. 

Enemata: Nutritive, Ipxitive, sedative, saline, stimulating, col- 
onic flushings. 

Vaginal and vesical and nasal douches and catheterization. 
Cupping, leeching, and the use of the thermo-cautery. 
Use and care of hypodermic and anti-toxin syringe and clinical 
thermometers. 
Massage. 

The making of bandages and bandaging. Use and application of 
splints. Sterilizing of surgical supplies. Making of iodoform gauze.

1st and June 1st, with the usual intermissions of Christmas and Easter.

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CHAPTER 289. 
LAWS OF 1897. 

An Act to Provide for the Care and Treatment of Crippled and De- 
formed Children. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the Board of Regents of the Stat^ University are 
hereby authorized and empowered to make provision for the care and 
treatment in some hospital or hospitals within ten miles of the State 
University for any indigent children who may have resided within the 
state of Minnesota not less than one (1) year, who are crippled or de- 
formed or are suffering from disease through which they are likely to 
become crippled or deformed.. They shall make provisions for the main- 
tenance and care of such children on such terms as may be agreed upon 
between the said board of regents and the managers of such hospital or 
hospitals. ^ 

Sec. 2. The children so provided for shall receive medical and 
surgical treatment by the members of the staff of the medical college 
of the university, and the members of said staff shall receive no extra 
compensation for such medical or surgical treatment. 

Sec. 3. The said board of regents shall adopt such rules and 
regulations as they may deem proper and necessary for the admission, 
discharge, care, treatment and government of such children. 

Sec. 4. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
state" treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of five thousand 
($5,000) dollars for the fiscal year ending July thirty-first (31st), 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight (1898), and the sum of five thou- 
sand ($5,000) dollars for the fiscal year ending July thirty-first (31st), 
eighteen hundred and ninety-nine (1899), or so much thereof as may 
be necessary for the use of the board of regents in carrying out the 
provisions of this Act.

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EDUCATIONAL REPORT 

For the Year 1910 
STATE WARD FOR CRIPPLED AND DEFORMED CHILDREN. 

To the HonoraMe State Board of Control, 

On January 1, 1910 the State Ward School had an enrollment of 
thirty-six pupils. During the year forty-five students were admitted 
and forty-three were dismissed. The present attendance is twenty-sev- 
en and the year averages twenty-nine pupils a day. About eight bed 
patients receive instruction daily. 

Only those over six years of age are allowed to enter the school. 
This is above the kindergarten age, yet a kindergarten class is main- 
tained, for many of the younger ones are not developed enough men- 
tally to begin the first grade. 

The rest of the school is divided into eight classes which corres- 
pond, as nearly as is possible, to the eight grammer grades of the 
public schools. First year high school subjects have been taught 
when necessary. 

The irregular daily attendance and the constant change of pupils 
has made systematic school work out of the question. A great amount 
of individual instruction is necessarily given, yet the pupils work in 
groups at every opportunity. This gives them self-confidence and rids 
the sensitive child of the idea that he differs from all the others on 
account of his physical defects. 

Almost every pupil on entering the school is abnormal. As a re- 
sult of disease he is usually sensitive, nervous, apathetic and backward. 
However, as he improves physically a marked mental development in- 
variably follows. Industrial work has proved invaluable for this class 
of children. If sickness has made them indifferent to ordinary school 
work, an industrial occupation will gain their interest at once. 

During the last month the boys have taken manual training at 
the time girls have sewing. It has given them much pleasure, for in 
a way it takes the place of the physical exercise of which sickness 
deprives them. It has opened up a field of work which they will find 
very useful on " leaving school. 

Drawing, painting, and music have been emphasized of late, 
though not much time can be given to these subjects in a school of 
so many grades. 

Every effort is made to have these children forget their mis- 
fortunes and to make them useful and thoughtful of others.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMISSION OF CHILDREN. 

^ * ' 

Pursuant to the provision of chapter 289, laws of 1897, the board 
of regents of the University of Minnesota has made provision for the 
care and treatment of indigent children who have resided in the states 
not less than one year, and who are crippled or deformed or are suffer- 
ing from a disease through which they are likely to become crippled 
or deformed. 

Such children will be cared for under the direction of the board 
of regents at the City and County Hospital in the city of St. Paul, 
Minnesota. I 



RULES FOR ADMISSION. 

Any parent, guardian, relative, next friend or other person desiring 
to obtain care and treatment for any crippled or deforme<fl child un- 
der the provisions of chapter 289, laws of 1907, shall proceed as fol- 
lows: 

First. Such parent, guardian, relative, next friend or other per- 
son shall make an affidavit stating: 

(a) The full name and age of such child and the full names and 
postoffice address of the parents, if living. If neither of the parents is 
living, then the full name and address of the guardian, relative or 
other person with whom such child lives. 

(b) How long such child has been a resident of the state of 
Minnesota. 

(c) Whether the parents of such child, if living, or the guardian 
or other person, chargeable with its care and nurture, have sufficient 
means to .provide proper medical care and treatment for such child. 

(d) The occupation of the parents of such child^ if living, and in 
a general way what property they or either of them own in the state 
or elsewhere. If such child owns any property in its own right, the 
amount and character of the same. 

Second. Such parent, guardian, relative, next friend or other per- 
son, shall cause a thorough examination of such child to be made by 
some reputable physician who is a resident of and engaged in the prac- 
tice of medicine in the state of Minnesota. After such examination, the 
physician making the same shall make a certificate in which he shall 
set forth in detail, what, if any, deformity or crippled condition he 
discovered about such child, or what, if any, disease the child was suf- 
fering from through which it was likely to become crippled or de- 
formed, shall give a full diagnosis of the case, and shall also state 
whether in his judgment, the condition of such child can be substan- 
tially and permanently improved by medical care and treatment. He 
shall also, state, if he shall be informed on the subject, whether the 
natural or legal guardians of such child are able to provide it with 
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proper medical care and treatment. Such parent, guardian, relative, 
next friend or other person shall procure from the' clergyman of whose 
church or congregation he is a member, or upon whose ministrations 
he attends, if there be such, a certificate stating whether in his opinion 
the person or persons whose duty it is to charge themselves with the 
care and nurture of the child have sufficient means to provide it with 
proper medical care and treatment. 

Third. Such parent, guardian, relative, next friend or other per- 
son shall thereupon forward his application, accompanied by the affi- 
davits and certificates aforesaid, to the board of regents of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. The board shall Institute such further inquiry 
as they shall deem requisite or fitting, and if upon the information be- 
fore them, and upon consultation with the physicians and surgeons 
charged with the medical care and treatment of such children under 
the said law and these rules, it shall be considered that such child is 
a proper subject for care and treatment under the provisions of said 
law, and the state of the appropriation is such as to justify it, they 
shall admit it to the hospital for that purpose and notify such action 
to the hospital. 

Fourth. The parent, guardian, relative, or other person making 
application for the admission of any child shall, in case such child is re- 
ceived, bring it to the said hospital, and shall furnish it with sufficient 
clothing to last at least six months, and when such child is discharged 
shall come to said hospital and receive it. No child will be received 
into the hospital whose age is less than two years, nor any whose age 
is more than sixteen years, nor any child who is afflicted with any con- 
tagious or infectious disease. 

No child shall be admitted to the hospital who shall be under 
treatment at any other hospital at the time when application for its 
admission shall be made.
